Phase Three of 


Census 2000 begins

„Phase Three of Census 2000 
has begun and local authorities 
are trying to get anyone missed 
in the initial.count to step up 
and be counted. 

Barbara Belle Spence, 
assistant to the City Manager 
in Belle Glade, told commis- 
sioners at a recent commission 
meeting that about 150 
migrants were missed recently. 
She sgid about 15- ог 16 
busloads left about two weeks 
ago for Georgia for the Loading 
Dock and were not counted. 

Ms. Spence said the 2000 
Census was being handled in 
three phases. In: the first 
phase, 36 percent of Belle 
Glade residents returned the 
forms. It was projected that 39 
percent would do so. 

In the second phase,.a task 
force of 10 people spent 
weekdays and weekends going 
to the Loading Dock and other 
areas in town to ask people if 
they had been counted. 

*We don't have the results of 
Phase II yet," Said Ms. Bell, 
who noted that Phase Three 
will be held July 27 through 
August 15. This phase will 
include a spécial telephone 
number for residents to call if. 
they didn't get the census form. 
it also includes radio, news- 
paper and television adver- 
tising. 

Commissioners were told the 
only why the city could appeal 
the final count was if they were 
willing to go to court. 

United States Census 
Bureau Director Kenneth 
Prewitt has reported that in 
every region of the country 90 
percent or more of U.S. housing 
units have been accounted for - 
- i@aning that a census form 
has been received for a unit or 
it has been identified as vacant. 


Some 66 percent of households 
mailed in their questionnaires, 
and field efforts to obtain 
information from. households 
that did not respond are about 
70 percent complete. 

Census /Bureau Deputy 
Director William G. Barron, Jr., 
says 30 percent of the roughly 
42 million households which 
did not return a census form 
before mid-April have already 
Cooperated and been counted 
by one of an army of 460,000 
census takers during the 
second. phase of Census 2000. 

In a separate statement, 
Bureau: Director, Dr. Kenneth 
Prewitt, praised the work of 
the career census professionals 
and the temporary staff of 
almost - 500,000. workers 
helping to make this census the 
most accurate possible in their 
own communities: across the 
nation. "Every day I аш 
impressed with the dedication 
and achievements of census 
workers who deserve a great 
deal of credit for the continued 
good progress of Census 2000," 
Prewitt said. 

South Bay City Clerk 
Virginia Walker said a Day in 
the Park was held last month 
to encourage residents to stop 
by and fill out a Census form if 
they had not received one in 
the mail. “The turnout wasn't 
very good," she noted. 

Pahokee City Manager. Ken 
Schenck says he has heard the 
majority of Pahokee residents , 
were counted. 

Cities rely on the Census 
count because it determines 
the amount of federal dollars 
given to each municipality for 
various projects. 

Census officials say the’ 
official count will be announced 
in December of this year.

‘Free cholesterol screenings 

are just one of the benefits of 


donating blood. 

Studies done in .Europe, 
where a much larger percent- 
age of the population regularly 
donates blood, have shown 
blood donors live longer than 
those who don't "share the gift 
of life." Researchers have come 
up with several рашын 
reaons for this. 

Ore possible reason blood 
donors have longer life spans is 
that each time they give blood 
they undergo a "mini physical." 
A health care professional at 
the blood bank or bloodmobile 
checks the donor's blood pres- 
sure and tests the blood iron 
level. Once the blood is donat- 


ed, it is put "through a wide 
spectrum of tests. They want to 
make sure the blood is safe to 
transfuse. If anything wrong 
shows up in these tests, the 
blood bank notifies the donor. 
Catching health problems early 
usually means such problems 
are easier to treat, so this could 
contribute to the continuing 
good health of the donor., 
Another reason donors. live 
longer may have to do with the 
blood itself. Donating blood 


„forces the body to make new 


blood. This draws stored iron 
from the body.

Within a minute, she 
had the plastic tube slipped 
into JimBob's trachea, and she 
confirmed its proper location by 
listening with her stethoscope 
to both of his lungs. 

“Let's keep him on 100 per- 
cent oxygen for now, she 
ordered. "OK? Let's look 
around. And let me see that lat- 
eral neck X-ray now." 

As Cortez examined the eyes 
and ears, one of the nurses 
called out the current blood 
pressure reading. Another was 
drawing blood for testing in the* 
lab, and a technician was 
inserting a.Foley catheter into 
JimBob's bladder. 

“Don't forget to get some drug 
testing on that," a nurse said to 
the technician as a urine sam- 
ple was placed into a plastic 
container. 

“1з CT scanning ready?" 

With a wave from the OT 
technician, the team whisked 


*JimBob toward the scanner, 


and it was only three minutes 
until Cortez viewed the bad 


news on these pictures. 

*Oh, no," she moaned. It's an 
epidural hematoma!" 

She grabbed the telephone 
next to her in the CT room and 
called the ER secretary. 

*Get the neurosurgeon on the 
phone right now!" With bleed- 
ing inside the skull like this, 
the build-up of pressure can 
quickly cause permanent dam- 
age to the brain tissues. 

Within another five minutes, 
JimBob, still completely oblivi- 
ous to any of his surroundings, 
was back in the trauma room.

Ms:'Alyx Schaffer, a representative from the 
Senior HIV Intervention Project (S.H.I.P.)!made 
a presentation to the senior and junior class on 
April 27th. The State of Florida Department of 
Elder Affairs and Department of Health sponsor 
the project in cooperation with Local Area 
Agencies on Aging. B 

The program is designed to bring HIV educa- 
tion and support to seniors residing in Dade, 
Broward, and Palm Beach counties. The project. 
was developed because of the growing number of 
seniors infected with the'HIV disease. . 

I must’be honest; I as well as others did not 
know why we had to atténd this presentation 
liecause after all the entire thing dealt" with 
senior citizens. But, as she started going over 
the statistics in and around'the Glades area we 
were stunned and bewildered. 

. She stated that HIV/AIDS is a growing prob- 
lem that we must speak out about and raise 
awareness. During her presentation she said 
», that there are only two natural body coverings: 
skin and the mucous membranes found in the 
mouth, vagina, anı шй; 

She also discussed that there are only four 
body fluids that can transmit HIV, which are 
vaginal fluids, semen for the men, breast milk 
from the woman, and blood. There are also two 
types of HIV tests: confidential (use name) and 
anonymous (no name). 

: She also pointed 'out that there are two tests 
for HIV: blood tests (needle) апа :ога-виге (no 
_ needle). Although there is no cure fir HIV/AIDS, 

they still have medications and antibodies that 
you can take. 

She made an interesting point when she said 
“If you have HIV/AIDS you are not giving it to 
someóne on the streets but, to the person you ` 
love at home”.

Hurricane Irene will always 
be remembered as the minor 
hurricane that'caused major 
problems.in the Palm Beaches 
and the Treasure Coast. The 
category one storm swept 
through south Florida last 
October, producing nearly 20 
inches of rain, causing thou- 
sands of power outages and 
claiming eight lives. 

It-was a mess. Thousands of 
‘folks spent days without power 
and weeks cleaning up from the 
late-seáson hurricane. Dam- 
ages ran into the millions from 
this so-called "minor" storm. 

Yet, Irene is a good reminder 
that wind speeds do not tell the 
whole story of a hurricane. 
Irene produced sustained 
winds of 75-mph, yet nearly all 
of those high winds were over 
the open waters of the Atlantic 
Ocean. Sustained hurricane 
force winds were never record- 
ed on lànd. 

It was Irene's rains that pro- 
duced the biggest problems in 
our area. Significant flooding 
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took "place across the region: 
Gusty winds of 50 to 60 mph 
did knock down trees and 
power poles but it was Irene's 
water, not her winds that pro- 
duced the most heádaches. 
After all, a hurricane causes 
all sorts of problems when it 
makes landfall. In addition to 
high winds, hurricanes produce 


Í storm surges, tornadoes and 


often the most deadly element 
of all-inland flooding. 

Anew study by Ed Rappaport 
of the National Hurricane 
Center found that inland flood- 
ing has been responsible for 
more than half the deaths asso- 
ciated with tropical cyclones in 
the United States. 

Hurricane Floyd is another 
good example. As we ‘all 
remember, the powerful catego- 
ry four hurricane threatened 
Florida last September. Floyd 
wag an awesome sight on satel- 
lite photographs, a hurricane 
as strong as Andrew but about 
four time larger. 

After flirting with Florida's 
east coast, Floyd weakened into 
a category two hurricane and 
made landfall in ^ North 
Carolina, The storm. brought 
intense rain and record flood- 
ing to the region. 

And it was the rain and the 
flooding that killed so many 
people. The final death toll 
from Hurricane Floyd was 56, 
making Floyd the deadliest 
hurricane in the United State 
in over a quarter century. Of

Floyd was a big, wet stotm 


that moved very slowly through , 


North Carolina. "The forward 


speed of the tropical cyclone is. , 
often the most importafit ele-" ” 


ment in producing inland flooding. 

A slow-moving storm, like 
Floyd, means heavy rain and 
flooding. А quick-moving hurri- 
cane, like Andrew, translates 
into very little rainfall. 

А very weak storm that 
stalls over a region can cause 
big problems, too. In 1979, 
Tropical Depression Claudette 
brought 45 inches of rain in 24 
hours to Alvin, Texas. 

Many of Floyd's victims lived 
many miles from the coastline. 
Rappaport's study discovered 
that inland flooding can be:a 
major threat to communities 
hundreds of miles from the 
coast. 

In 1972, for example, 
Hurricane Agnes produced 
flooding in the northeastern 
United States, claiming 122 
deaths and producing $6.4 bil- 
lion;in damages. In 1955, the 
remnants of Hurricane Diane 
brought inland flooding to 


Pennsylvania, New York and 
New England, killing 200 and 
causing $4.2 billion in dam- 
ages. 7 

When it comes to.hurricanes, 
wind speeds only tell part of 
the story.
